Thayer teaches a fluid which comprises a synthetic oil and the reaction product 
of i.(2-aminoethyl)-2-heptadecenylimidazoline and 2 moles of ethylene oxide (see 
Table 1 ). Applicants intended use in a wellbore does not distinguish over the prior art 
(\n re Pearson 181 USPQ 641). 

3. Claims 6-10 and 24-28 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent fonm including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

4. Claims 11-16 and 29-36 are allowable over the art of record.
